The Cal State Long Beach women’s 
rugby team has started making a name 
for itself after returning home as win- 
ners of the annual Scrum by the Sea 
Tournament, hosted by University of 
California, San Diego. 

Although rugby has been a CSULB 
club sport since the men’s rugby team 
was created in 1974, the women’s team 
remains fairly new, according to Ash-

ley Ramirez, president of the CSULB 
women’s rugby team. 

Ramirez said the team was cre- 
ated two years ago and that this is the 
second consecutive year the team has 
competed in the tournament. 

Sam Inocente, a senior women’s 
gender and sexuality studies major and 
vice president of the CSULB women’s 
rugby team, said she felt that as a new 
team, it had to earn respect from other 
teams. 

“A lot of people, especially [from 


Arizona State University] were like, 
“Who is CSULB? They’re nothing,’ 
But then we ended up beating them,” 
Inocente said. “It’s kind of cool that 
other teams don’t know about us, but 
once we get on the field and we play 
... [we’re] a force to be reckoned with.” 

Ramirez said during the first several 
months of the team’s creation, it main- 
ly played “social” games and scrim- 
mages with other schools. 

The team officially gained recogni- 
tion in Southern California rugby in 


2012 after the team’s inaugural season, 
according to the team’s profile on usa- 
rugby.org. 

“Tt was funny because we were de- 
bating whether or not we thought we 
were ready to compete in a competitive 
[game],” Ramirez said. “As I filled out 
the information to enter us, I was tell- 
ing my coach I was worried we didn’t 
have as [many] players as last year ...

ASI sets goals 
to increase

The Associated Students Inc. 
Senate has begun forming ad hoc 
committees to address its goals 
for the rest of the year, which were 
outlined in a recently approved 
policy agenda. 

The goals listed in the policy 
agenda include increasing out- 
reach to students and organiza- 
tions, ASI’s revenue and sustain- 
ability efforts. The goals also 
address making student services 
on campus more accessible and

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pushed back multiple times, leaving 
many Parkside residents feeling frus- 
trated, a feeling Roberts-Corb said she 
understands, 

“T just want students to eat in there,” 
she said. “I know it’s a pain that the 
[residents] are having to go over to Hill- 
side [College] or the temporary facility 
to eat. We just want people to enjoy it, 
so it’s very frustrating at the moment.” 

Since the Parkside dining hall reno- 
vations began in the summer, residents 
have had to visit either the Hillside Col- 
lege dining hall or the temporary Camp 
Parkside dining hall in Parking Lot 16 
for meals. 

Sophomore liberal studies major 
Alexandra Huggins said she knew 
the dining hall wasn’t going to be 
ready on time but feels the wait will 
be worth it, as the renovated facility 
will offer a new dining experience for 
students. 

“The set-up [of Camp Parkside] is 
just not well prepared, and there’s not 
a lot of options,” Huggins said. “That’s 
not how dining should be if we’re pay- 
ing for it.” 

Roberts-Corb said the dining hall 
has been renovated from the inside out 
with some of its new features including 
a soup, salad and vegetarian station, a 
grill station, a pizza oven and a private 
dining area equipped with a drop-down 
screen and projector. 

Many Parkside residents, such as 
sophomore civil engineering major 
Joshua Pulliam, said they don’t mind 
waiting for the dining hall to open con- 


sidering the number of new options that 
will be available to students. 

“I saw some pictures on the [Cal 
State Long Beach] housing page, and 
I feel itll be even better than Beach- 
side [College’s dining hall],” Pulliam 
said. 

Wi-Fi will also be available to stu- 
dents, as well as electrical outlets that 
have been installed every few feet 
along the walls, both inside the build- 
ing and outside on the patio, so that 
students can easily “plug in,” Roberts- 
Corb said. 

Marisol Bernal, a sophomore nurs- 
ing major, said she “moved in [to Park- 
side] to be closer to the dining hall, so 
the fact that it’s almost open and will be 
bringing new dining options so nearby 
is a relief.” 

Parkside residents also said they look 
forward to being alleviated of the con- 
struction noises and distractions that 
have bothered them for months. 

“My dorm is near the construction, 
so I have dealt with a lot of noise,” 
freshman Nate Shah said. “And I’m sick 
of walking the extra 10 minutes just to 
get food.” 

Camp Parkside will remain standing 
until construction begins on the Hill- 
side dining hall, according to Roberts- 
Corb, who said the temporary facility 
may be used for educational purposes 
or a meeting space while construction 
is halted. 

She also said that the Los Cerritos 
residence hall will be renovated during 
the summer. 

There is no set start date for con- 
struction at the Hillside dining hall and 
Los Cerritos; however, Roberts-Corb 
said she hopes to begin the projects at 
the end of the spring semester.

The goals were paired with indi- 
vidual tasks to address each issue, 
with each task ranked on a three-tier 
priority system. 

The agenda policy calls for creating 
an ad hoc committee to investigate 
reducing the university’s reliability on 
fossil fuels, according to its text. 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin said 
that last year, San Francisco State Univer- 
sity completely stopped using fossil fuels. 

To further address legislation, the 
policy agenda also calls for the ASI 
Lobby Corps to create Legislator 
Scorecards. Through the scorecards, 
ASI hopes to increase accountability of 
legislators in Long Beach. 

ASI Senator-At-Large Dominique 
Noble, who is also a member of Lobby 
Corps, said that the rubric ASI would 
use to grade local legislators has not 
been drafted yet, but that the California 
State Student Association (CSSA) has a 
similar scorecard to grade legislators. 

Christopher Vickery, secretary 
of disabled student services, said he 
thought the goals listed in the agenda 
addressed ongoing issues on campus. 

“TASI is] publicly saying that these 
are the things we acknowledge as 
student leaders that are an issue on our 
campus, and ... we are going to craft 
ways to address them,” Vickery said. 

He said, however, that he hopes 
prioritizing certain groups doesn’t lead 
to excluding others. 

“ASI Senate needs to be aware of the 
double-sided aspect of other things that 
get more representation and a higher 
priority than those that don’t,” he said.

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UC fundraising campaign should be emulated within CSU 


The fundraising campaign at the 
University of California just got a 
little stranger. 

Two weeks ago, the UC ended 
its six-week Promise for Education 
campaign, which aimed to raise 
scholarship money for UC students 
in need. 

During the six-week campaign, 
students, alumni and administrators 
raised $1.3 million for the UC by 
agreeing to perform unique tasks in 
exchange for donations. 

According to the Los Angeles 
Times, one UC student agreed to 
wear a fake horse head around

for a $200 
donation. Another group of students 
offered to wash several cars for 
$1,230. 

Supporters of this campaign 
included celebrities David Spade, 
Jamie Foxx and Wilmer Valderrama. 

The top fundraiser in the cam- 
paign was UC Irvine Chancellor 
Michael Drake, according to the LA 
Times. In exchange for $21,443 in 
donations, Drake agreed to lead the 
top donors on a bike ride. 

With a need for scholarship fund- 
ing in public higher education, we 
admire the UC’s unique fundraising 
campaign. 

With nearly 4,000 donors par- 
ticipating in the Promise for Edu- 
cation campaign, the campaign 
was clearly successful.

Death penalty should be abolished for constitutional reasons 


Although it was the subject of intense national 
debate in the 1970s, the issue of whether the death 
penalty is constitutional has faded considerably 
in recent years. y 

Discussions regarding the archaic form of 
punishment have seemingly disappeared from 
national headlines. 

In accordance with his dedication to human rights 
causes, former President Jimmy Carter recently 
spoke out about his view on the death penalty. 

“It’s time for the [U.S.] Supreme Court to look 
at the totality of the death penalty once again,” 
Carter said to The Guardian. “My preference 
would be for the court to rule that it is cruel and 
unusual punishment, which would make it pro- 
hibitive under the US Constitution.” 

Although the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 
since 1976 that the death penalty is constitutional, 
it’s easy to see that the nation’s highest court 
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should rethink its position on such a controversial 
form of punishment. 

If the Supreme Court hears a case on the con- 
stitutionality of the death penalty, an argument 
can be made to justify its repeal under the Sixth 
and Eighth Amendments of the U.S. Constitution. 

In the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, the Sixth Amend- 
ment states that the ac- 
cused have a right to trial 
by an impartial jury in all 
criminal prosecutions. 

The Sixth Amendment also gives the accused a 
right to “be confronted with the witnesses against 
[them].” 

If one defines criminal prosecution in a literal 
sense, then it can be inferred that the accused 
have the right to confront the witnesses against 
them and a trial by jury in all steps of their pro- 
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ceeding, including the sentencing portion. 
According to University of Richmond School 
of Law professor John G. Douglass, however, the 
accused do not enjoy the full rights as specified in 
the Sixth Amendment. 
In a 2005 article he wrote for the Columbia 
Law Review, Douglass said the 
Supreme Court has ruled that the 
accused have only the right to 


counsel at sentencing proceedings. 


Why shouldn’t a jury be 
present at a capital sentencing 
proceeding? 

If the accused are denied such a fundamental 
right, it can be argued the death penalty is uncon- 
stitutional under the Sixth Amendment. 

Perhaps the most logical reason to abolish the 
death penalty is its apparent unconstitutionality 
under the Eighth Amendment. 
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The amendment bans the use of cruel and 
unusual punishment in any form. 

As to what exactly constitutes “cruel and un- 
usual punishment,” no one knows exactly. 

What can be a more cruel and unusual form of 
punishment than death? 

If someone is given a death sentence, that per- 
son clearly does not have a chance to reform his 
or herself for the crime allegedly committed. 

Yes, there are people who should be punished 
severely for heinous crimes like murder and rape. 

Should they have to die for their crimes, though? - 

Instead of trying to reform prisoners, it seems 
like those who support the death penalty are more 
concerned with playing God. 

Abolish the death penalty. We’re not living in 
Stone Age anymore.

While the one and only Lady Gaga 
produces some of the most unique mu- 
sic on the Top 40 music charts today, 
many critics are saying that her obses- 


sion with being 
stark-naked 
and honest has 
led to  over- 
indulgence in 
her most recent 
album, “ART- 
POP,” which was 
released last week. 
Along with releas- 
ing her new album, she 
held an art show in New 
York and a similar outlet in Los 

Angeles, which closes today. 

The pre-release hype on her twit- 
ter feed said the album would be a 
masterpiece, with “the dream of 
these two things belonging, art and 
pop together but with art in the 
front.” 

The boundaries of what defines “art” 
are definitely pushed, however, it is 
apparent in her songs that she tries to 
make a social statement, but the music

seems to falls short. 

In “Donatella” she becomes a shal- 
low model, while she comments on 
everything from sex to fashion in her 
blatantly titled songs “Sexxx Dreams” 
and “Fashion!” 

The surprises wrapped up in the al- 
bum don’t come as a surprise, however, 
as Gaga sings, “Do you wanna see the 
girl who lives behind the aura?” 

The listener gets the sense that the 
traditional Gaga has gone through a 
drastic shift when the album kicks 
off with fast acoustic tunes, infusing 
some sounds of world music. Howev- 
er the eventual drop reminds us of tra- 
ditional Gaga glam, as she belts over 
a thick blanket of electronic power 
ballads. 

The first songs on the album are 
enough to make one blush, as Gaga 
uses no artistic veil to hide her raun- 
chy claims, save the frequent refer- 
ences to the greek goddesses of love 


and womanhood, Aphrodite and Ve- 
nus. 

“When I lay ih bed I touch myself 
and think of you,” she sings in “Sexxx 
Dreams,” while she tells her male target 
that she wants to “blast off to a new di- 
mension in [his] bedroom.” 

The middle of the album features 
tracks that are an irksome mix of gang- 
ster rap and electronic beats, with songs 
with titles like “Jewels N’ Drugs,” fea- 
turing T.I. and Too Short. 

With all of its musical differences, 
the album is hardly cohesive. The sec- 
ond half of the album features songs 
such as “ARTPOP,” which reflect Ga- 
ga’s original artistic passion, where she 
swoons of love, boasts about her fash- 
ion and finally demands an “Applause.” 

If anything, the new album is catchy 
rather than deep. Either way, Gaga’s 
album tells a story, bringing fans from 
a questionable start to a diamond-stud- 
ded finish.

Troy Tulowitzki an- 
nounces he will donate 
$1 million toward 
renovating Blair Field.

Nine of Long Beach State’s many 
prominent former sports figures gath- 
ered at the Long Beach Convention 
Center Tuesday night to be inducted into 
LBSU’s biannual athletic Hall of Fame. 

The most widely known names hon- 
ored included former men’s basketball 
coach Seth Greenberg, the late former 
NFL head coach George Allen, the 1989 
College World Series baseball team and 
MLB All-Star Troy Tulowitzki. 

Tulowitzki drew one of the most re- 
sponsive moments of the evening when 
he announced that he would donate $1 
million to LBSU to help renovate the 
Dirtbags’ home ballpark, Blair Field. 

“T want to make a donation to the 
university,” Tulowitzki said, “and I 
know there’s a big view that these 
guys have that they want to build a 
new facility ... It’s a lot of money, but 
at the same time, I wouldn’t want to 
give it to anybody else.” 

The Blair Field renovations are pro- 
jected to begin in June 2015, Athletics 
Director Vic Cegles said in August. Ce- 
gles said at the time that about $16 mil- 
lion still needed to be raised to fund the 
project, which includes new batting tun- 
nels, a new administration building and 
the addition of a practice infield where 
the visiting bullpen is currently located. 

The induction ceremony marked 
The Beach’s quintessential step of rec- 
ognition for the former players’ and 
coaches’ standout years at LBSU, for- 
ever linking these athletes’ names to 
the forefront of 49er history. 

“T want the inductees attending to- 
night to understand that Long Beach 
State Athletics... [will] continue to 
win championships, and graduate our

young men and women,” Athletics Di- 
rector Vic Cegles said. 

Greenberg led the ‘Niners to two 
NCAA Tournament appearances and to 
what he noted as the most memorable 
game of his nine-year du- 
ration at LBSU when the 
‘Niners beat No. 1 Kansas 
at Allen Fieldhouse on na- 
tional television. 

“I “always say that 
coaching is one thing,” 
Greenberg said. “Coach- 
ing is helping someone get 
somewhere they couldn’t 
get themselves. And to 
me, those guys right 
there, they helped me get somewhere 
I couldn’t get myself.” 

George Allen’s son, Greg Allen, 
spoke on behalf of the former LBSU 
football head coach, who passed away 
in 1990. Greg Allen spoke about the 


media’s uncertainty surrounding his 
father’s transition from a future Hall of 
Fame NFL coach to coaching a college 
team that was ranked 163rd out of 170 
NCAA Division I teams.

“George Allen came to Long Beach 
State to do more than coach a sports 
team,” Allen said. “He felt the most 
honorable profession anyone could 
have would be to be a teacher or a men- 
tor to young people ... and he did that.” 


NFL player Shawn Wilbourn, wa- 
ter polo all-time scoring leader Cassie 
Azevedo, 1997 pole vaulting champion 
Jason Hinkis, four-time volleyball All- 
American Alexis Crimes and Okla- 
homa softball head coach 
and NCAA champion Patty 
Gasso were also inducted 
into the Hall of Fame. 

Before the Hall of Fame 
Awards were distributed, 
more recent and current 
49er athletes were hon- 
ored. Softball second base- 
man Cya Neil, Dirtbags 
left-handed pitcher Ryan 
Strufing, track and field 
athlete Willie Alexander and former 
soccer player Nadia Link were each 
awarded the Student-Athlete Inspira- 
tional Awards for their determination 
in succeeding despite facing adversity 
while doing so.

Q: When you left Long Beach State 
in 1996, what went into that deci- 
sion? What was the opportunity that 
you saw at South Florida? 

Seth Greenberg: It was a really dif- 
ficult decision. When I look back, it’s 
probably a decision that almost cost 
me my coaching career. 

It was more out of frustration. It was 
a year we had a terrific year in the Big 
West Conference and lost in the tourna- 
ment and didn’t get picked to go any- 
where. It was more out of frustration, 
and I didn’t know where the Big West 
Conference was going. The league was 
kind of spiraling a little bit in the wrong 
direction; that was a time of realign- 
ment — another time of realignment. 

It was a difficult, difficult decision. 
I had a great president to work for in 
Dr. [Robert] Maxson. I was hired by a 
terrific athletics director in Corey John- 
son and worked for a great one in Dave 
O’Brien. I was a very difficult decision.

Q: Looking back, when you were at 
LBSU, what was the one moment or 
moments that were the best? 

G: There are so many moments. 
Everyone will talk about the Kansas 
win. They were No. 1 in the country 
going into Allen Fieldhouse; not many 
people do that. Not many people win 
in Allen, let alone win when they’re 
No. | in the country. 

The first NCAA tournament bid and 
seeing those freshmen grow and mature 
from the [National Invitational Tourna- 


ment] to making the NCAA tournament, 
and seeing them grow and mature as a 
team. That was really rewarding, es- 
pecially the way we did here in Long 
Beach and in Long Beach Arena. 

The second NCAA tournament, 
that was a group of guys that came to- 
gether. We had Joe McNaull, who was 
a one-year transfer and a group of guys 
that really embraced their roles. 

The thing that I really remember 
the most are the relationships and the 
players. We’ve got a bunch of them 


here tonight. That’s what you coach 
for, to get guys get somewhere they 
can’t get themselves, and by doing 
that they helped me get somewhere | 
never thought I’d be. 


Q: Now you’re with ESPN as an an- 
alyst. Could you see yourself coach- 
ing in the future? 

G: I’ve really got a great opportuni- 
ty at ESPN. I’ve got a terrific role, and 
I’m enjoying it. I get to coach America 
and the fan. 

You never say never, you never 
want to put yourself in that situation 
where you wouldn’t be ... It’d have to 
be an ideal situation for me to come 
back and coach. I miss the competi- 
tion, I miss helping a team get some- 
where they can’t get by themselves, I 
miss the game planning. 

I miss the relationships and in- 
fluencing and impacting lives, but 
what I’m doing right now, in a dif- 

ferent way, it’s rewarding. I get the 
best seat in the house for some of the 
best games. It’s not bad, and I’m still 
involved in a game that I don’t like, I 
love..It’s pretty cool. 


Q: The team [LBSU] now, do you 
follow them at all? 

G: Coach [Dan] Monson is a really 
good fit, and I should look forward 
to visiting with him today to find out 
about his team right now.
